At exactly the right moment to have most effect on our thinking, 
Professor Giedion | Hon. Corr. Member| has published his remark- 
able Charles Eliot Norton lectures at Harvard under the title 
Space, Time and Architecture. This book more than any other 
since Mumford’s Culture of Cities is a book to stir our hearts and 
minds. Compared with Mumford’s, Dr. Giedion’s analysis of 
the dominant contemporary influences in planning and archi- 
tecture and of the integration of thinking and feeling gains in 
force by his lively and beautiful precision of intellectual method ; 
the first extension of the comparative art criticism method of 
Burckhardt and Wolfflin applied to architecture from the Baroque 
period to the most advanced evidences of contemporary work. 
Significantly this, an architect’s book, is lavishly and wittily 
illustrated ; each idea is related to observed facts of technical 
and esthetic design ranging from Renaissance churches and city 
plans to anonymous Victorian furniture and great modern 
engineering works. 


It has much in common with Dr. C. H. Waddington’s recent 
Penguin book, The Scientific Attitude. Both authors reveal clues to 
the discovery and understanding of contemporary life ; both 
break down the comparatively recently-erected barriers between 
science and art and show their automatic and inherent unity. 
The synthesis which they reveal by analysis and argument was 
revealed in the past in the works of men such as Bacon or Wren, 
Wordsworth and Goethe, and is finding a new and living expres- 
sion in the works of many architects, engineers, painters and poets 
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to-day. This may seem to some a diversion from the grim 
realities of war, but the brightness and intelligence of their argu. 
ment is a light all the more necessary because of the 
darkness.

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SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGICAL ADVANCE 
APPLIED TO BUILDING 


By R. FITZMAURICE (Hon. A.| 


paper read to the afternoon session of the British 
Association for the Advancement of Science, on Saturday, 
27 September. 

Lefore reading his paper Mr. Fitzmaurice said that he was 
privileged to address the meeting under the chairmanship of Dr. 
Benes. He (Mr. Fitzmaurice) could speak with first hand know- 
ledce of Dr. Benes’s belief in international co-operation in science 
and technology. At an international housing congress in Prague 
before the war every path had been smoothed and they had been 
received with the utmost kindness by all whom they met. He 
believed that the wand had been waved by Dr. Benes. 

The Conference had been very fruitful. They had found 
certain building techniques highly developed in Czechoslovakia and 
afterwards had sent a mission to study them which had been able to 
bring back and apply knowledge of them here. Studies in 
other countries had been equally profitable, 


Introduction a 


It has often been said that building lags behind other 
industries in the extent to which it makes use of modern 
scientific developments. ‘There is some truth in this, and 
a number of factors account for it, not all of which are 
under the control of the building industry itself. Never- 
theless, there has been a great deal of scientific work applied 
to building problems in the last 20 years, and a quite 
considerable record of achievement. ‘This work has been 
carried out in many laboratories in different parts of the 
world, and there has been free interchange of ideas and 
publications between the scientific workers in different 
countries. Though the basic human requirements are 
broadly the same in all countries, differences in way of 
living and climate tend to make the various countries adopt 
different solutions of their common problems. We want 
to pick the best from all. 


Directions in which Scientific Investigations Point the Way to 
Advances in Building Technology 


Time does not permit of an exhaustive catalogue of the 
achievements of science in the field of building, but by way 
of illustration of what science can do for building technology 
the following subjects may be examined: Acoustics of 
Buildings, Heating and Ventilation of Buildings, Daylight 
Illumination, and the Exclusion of Damp from Buildings. 

Very great progress has been achieved in acoustics of 
buildings. The design of auditoria has been brought to 
the stage where a reasonably precise estimate can be made 
of the listening conditions in any proposed auditorium. 
The present satisfactory state of the art is founded on the 
pioneer researches of Sabine in America ;_ contributions 
have been made by workers at the National Physical 
Laloratory, and an interesting line of study was under 
investigation at Berlin shortly before the war, on the 
absorption of sound by resonant panels, the completion of 
which would have added notably to treatment of audi- 
toriim acoustics. It is true to state that knowledge has 
reached a point such that no auditorium need ever again 


be built in which speech is unintelligible. Refinements 
are in progress which should enable us to design concert 
halls so that the finer tone values of all the instruments in 
an orchestra are heard to best advantage. 


Knowledge of the mechanism of sound transmission in 
buildings has advanced enormously in recent years. ‘The 
Building Research Station working in association with the 
National Physical Laboratory claims the credit of being the 
first in this field to publish a comprehensive treatise on the 
treatment of sound insulation in the design of buildings. 
The forward step in this case was made when it was recog- 
nised that sound transmission required investigation in 
terms of walls, partitions and floors acting in association, 
i.e., sound transmission in the complete building, and that 
isolated tests on the individual components were not alone 
sufficient to yield the answer to the practical building 
problem. ‘The next-door wireless in semi-detached and 
terraced houses, or in flats, need no longer be a source of 
annoyance, and the relatively small cost of providing the 
necessary insulation is considered by a builder who has 


tried it out to be a very good investment. It has been not 


‘uncommon in the past for buildings to prove very incon- 


venient in use on account of street noises. On very noisy 
thoroughfares conversation in offices becomes difficult and 
the disturbing conditions in, say, hospital wards are very 
bad. It is now possible to predict the performance of 
various structural combinations and to estimate the noise 
reasonably accurately. Consequently there is no reason 
why these defects should be found in new buildings. 


Much scientific work has been done on heating and 
ventilation, and the mounting cost of fuel makes it ever 
more important to conserve heat wherever possible. Sir 
Harold Hartley at another session indicated the part the 
fuel technician can play and has played; it is for the 
building industry to provide a structure to ensure that the 
heat is not wasted. The main lines of investigation at the 
B.R.S. have been in the direction of determining heat 
losses through various kinds of building structure in order 
to provide working data for the architect and heating 
engineer. Progress has also been made on the means of 
defining and measuring comfort conditions, a necessary 
criterion when the efficiency of heating appliances is being 
examined. As a side line in these investigations the smoky 
chimney has been investigated and, here again, a solution 
has been found which works well in practice. It is of 
interest to note that the main point of the work was to 
check the validity, in terms of modern construction, of 
recommendations made by Rumford in his essay on 
Chimney Fireplaces published in 1796. 

Blackout conditions in wartime have focussed attention 
on the need for obtaining the maximum efficiency from such 
windows as are left to us. Simple methods of predicting 
the daylighting efficiency of various arrangements of 
windows have been developed and these should soon be a 
normal part of the equipment of any architect's office. 
When a simple method of predicting efficiency for any

design has been worked out it is not usually very long 
before the main principles of application can be enunciated. 

Dampness in buildings has long been a source of ill 
health and, especially in old buildings, damp corners and 
damp cupboards have come to be regarded as common- 
places. The principles underlying the transfer of water 
in porous materials have been elucidated as have also the 
physical phenomena causing cracks to form in buildings 
and there is now a sound basis for design so that it should 
now be just as discreditable for a building to be damp as 
for it to fall down. Mycologists working at the Forest 
Products Research Laboratory of the Department of 
Scientific and Industrial Research have determined what 
are the precise conditions of dampness under which the 
various forms of wood-destroying fungi are active, and 
many of the past mistakes leading to premature destruc- 
tion of floors and stairs can now be avoided. 


Obstacles to be Overcome if Full Advantage is to be Taken of 
Possible Advances in Building Technology 

It is one thing for scientific investigation to elucidate the 
underlying principles and to give broad indications of the 
lines on which technical developments can be based. 
Their application to the practical building conditions is 
another and more difficult problem. ‘The first obstacle 
arises from the lack of scientific training amongst workers 
in the building industry. ‘This applies to architects, 
builders, craftsmen, and ssurveyors alike. The practical 
work of building is still largely governed by tradition.* 
Research in recent years has, in a number of directions, 
gone some distance towards formulating in precise scientific 
terms principles which would free the industry from the 
fetters of mere tradition. It is clear, however, that the 
full utilisation of the new knowledge must presuppose 
fuller scientific training than was necessary in the past for 
those engaged in the practice of the industry. It is also 
necessary for ensuring the full co-operation which is so 
essential between the research worker and the practical 
man in working out further advance. The one cannot do 
without the other ; each must learn the other’s language. 
In the manufacturing side of the industry there is a con- 
siderable disparity in the extent to which trained scientific 
workers are employed. Some groups, making products 
for other industries as well as for building, have large 
scientific organisations and contribute materially to the 
general advancement of knowledge. Other groups, with 
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corresponding resources, attempt comparatively little on 
the scientific side. The products of the groups with 
scientific organisation behind them have, however, to be 
applied to the building by a constructional industry which 
for this reason again needs a scientific outlook. The need 
is being realised and a Sub-Committee of the Architectural 
Science Board, Royal Institute of British Architects, jis 
reviewing the field of science in architectural education 
and has recently published its first report. The adoption 
of the recommendations laid down in this report will clear 


the way for much wider application of the resources of 
science to building, and it is hoped that other sections of 


the industry will follow suit in the near future, and so make 
possible a stride forward in technological development in 
the industry. ‘The scientific worker stands rather outside 
the industry at the moment, benevolent but aloof, and more 
rapid progress would follow his adoption as a working 
partner. Viscount Samuel in the first address at the 
opening session told of the work of the recently constituted 
Architectural Science Board at the R.I.B.A., which is the 
most important step in recent years to make a partnership 
between science and the building industry., This must be 
immensely fruitful. 


Another factor which prejudices advances in building 
technique is the framework of regulations governing 
building. 
regulations leading to more scientific approach, but 
broadly speaking the regulations are still framed in such a 
way as to have the effect of impeding the adoption of new 
and well considered ideasJand tend to stereotype conventional 
forms. Ideally, the regulations should state the purpose 
aimed at rather than the means by which they must be 
satisfied. Notwithstanding the advances in recent years, 
however, it would be misleading to suggest that all the 
requirements of building can now be stated in precise 
scientific terms. Until this is possible and regulations 
amended accordingly the way is barred to any rapid 
technological advance. It is an encouraging sign that 
many groups within the industry are focussing attention to 
the state of building regulations. In view of the great 
volume of work confronting the industry it is of the first 
importance that labour and material should be used with 
the utmost efficiency. The application of science has 
promoted efficiency in other industries, and it would 
indeed be surprising if it did not produce similar results in 
building.

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Professional Fees for Advice on, and Supervision of, 


Repairs to War-damaged Buildings 


(he War Damage Commission announces that, until further 
notice, professional fees for acting in an advisory or supervisory 
capacity in connection with the execution of the works will 
be allowed by the Commission in claims for cost of works or 
temporary works, at the following rates and under the following 
circumstances :— 

Scale of Fees 

1) For making, when necessary, detailed survey of the 
building if no drawings are available, or checking the drawings 
if available :— 

Principal’s time £5 5 0a day 

Senior Assistant’s time ns .. £212 6a day 

Junior Assistant’s time .. ue «. £1 11 6 a day 

Nore.—Senior assistants to mean assistants receiving 
£6 6s. od. a week and upwards; junior assistants, 
those receiving up to £6 6s. od. a week. 

2) (a) For preparing working drawings and specification of 
the works ; where necessary, obtaining tenders and/or arranging 
a contract ; for general supervision of the execution of the works 
and certifying for payments and completion :— 

10 per cent. on works costing up to £500, with a minimum 
fee of £10 10s. od. 

g per cent. on works costing between £500 and £1,000, 
with a minimum fee of £50. 

8 per cent. on works costing between £1,000 and £1,500, 
with a minimum fee of £90. 

7 per cent. on works costing between £1,500 and £2,000, 
with a minimum fee of £120. 

6 per cent. on works costing over £2,000, with a minimum 
fee of £140. 

b) For preparing a specification of the works, where necessary ; 
obtaining tenders and/or arranging a contract, where necessary ; 
for general supervision of the execution of the works and certifying 
for payments and completion :— 

5 per cent. on the first £500 of the cost, with a minimum 
fee of £5 5s. od. 

+4 per cent. on the next £500 of the cost. 

4 per cent. on the next £500 of the cost. 

33 per cent. on the balance of the cost. 

3) The above fees are exclusive of travelling expenses and 
other reasonable disbursements and the fees under (1) are in 
addition to those under (2). 

4) The above fees are exclusive of the wages of a clerk of 
works. 

5) The above fees are exclusive of those for quantity surveying 
services. If such services are required, fees will be allowed in 
addition on the normal professional scale. 


6) The above fees are inclusive of the fees of any consultant 
or specialist engineer by whom the architect or surveyor may 
wish to be advised. 

7) Where repairs are carried out to several properties in the 
same area and in the same ownership, the scale of fees will be 
applied by reference to the aggregate cost of the work, provided 
that the premises are in the same vicinity, that the same builder 
carries out the work, and that all the work is done at the same 
time. 

Circumstances under which Fees can be allowed 

1) The prescribed fees will be allowed where the cost of the 
work is £100 or more or where the work affects the structural 
stability of the building or involves the reinstatement or repair 
of features of architectural or artistic interest. 


When no fee is allowable under this provision, only because 
the cost of immediate repairs is less than £100, this cost may be 
aggregated with that of any subsequent work done on the property 
for the purpose of determining whether the payment of fees 
can be allowed and for calculating the appropriate fee. 

(2) Fees for quantity surveying services will be allowed where 
the works cost more than £1,000. 

(3) It is a condition of the allowance of fees on this scale that 
the person charging the fees certifies that he has fully performed 
the services described under the appropriate heading or headings 
of this scale. 

(4) Pending further discussion with the professional institutions 
concerned, the Commission has decided that the: scale will only 
apply to works costing less than £50,000. 

(5) The scale is not applicable to cases where, owing to the 
special nature of the work, the accepted practice would be for 
the work to be carried out under the direct supervision of an 
engineer (e.g., work on public utility undertakings such as gas 
and water services). 

Note for Information of the Press 

The arrangements embodied in this announcement are 
governed by the provisions of the War Damage Act and are 
based upon proposals prepared at the request of the Commission 
by the Royal Institute of British Architects and the Chartered 
Surveyors’ Institution in consultation with the Commission. 
The Auctioneers’ and Estate Agents’ Institute have associated 
themselves with the arrangements, which have also been accepted 
by the other professional associations concerned. 

Under the War Damage Act, the Commission may only make 
payments of cost of works equal in amount to the proper cost 
of the works executed. ‘‘ Proper cost ”’ is defined in Section 3 (3 
of the Act, where it is stated to include “‘ the cost of the necessary 
employment of an architect, engineer, surveyor, land agent 
or other person in an advisory or supervisory capacity, in connec- 
tion with the execution of the works.’”? Accordingly, it has to 
be decided firstly in what circumstances the employment of a 
professional adviser is necessary and, secondly, what scale of 
charges for professional fees can be included in proper cost. 

On the first point, the Commission has been advised that 
in giving effect to the requirement that the employment of 
professional services was ‘‘ necessary,” regard should be had 
to the normal use by the citizen of such services in an advisory 
or supervisory capacity in connection with the execution of 
works. There are bound to be many cases where, although the 
nature of the works does not itself, in the opinion of the Com- 
mission, necessitate. the employment of a professional man, his 
employment at the expense of the client is appropriate for other 
reasons, for example, the owner may be abroad, or own too many 
properties to manage himself. The Commission has no power 
to pay the claimant’s professional charges unless the employment 
is “‘ necessary” within the meaning of the War Damage Act, 
nor has it any power to pay professional charges incurred by 
a claimant in making a claim, either for a cost of works or a 
value payment. 

It is also to be borne in mind that the Commission may only 
pay an amount equal to the cost of the reinstatement of a 
damaged building to its form immediately before the damage, 
even though the work of reinstatement may, in fact, include 
alterations and additions. Professional admissible in 
claims, must, therefore, be assessed on the basis of reinstatement 
in the original form, any additional fees on account of alterations 
and additions being a matter between a client and his professional 
advisers.

To the Editor, JouRNAL R.I.B.A. 

Sir,—In the Interim Report of the R.I.B.A. Reconstruction 
Committee, Planning and Amenities Group, it is stated in 
paragraph 8 that 

** Health and contentment for its people should be the main 
aim of every community. To achieve this we need certain 
standards of open space, hygiene, transport and convenience, 
general welfare and recreation for body and mind, and appro- 
priate standards will have to be decided.” 

There may be many people besides myself who would wish 
that the writers of the Report could have been a little more 
explicit about this matter of standards. I assume that they mean 
general standards : and, acting on this assumption, there are a 
number of questions that I am at once prompted to ask. What, 
for instance, are we to understand by a general standard of 
convenience ? If open space is not a particular convenience what 
general criterion have we by which it can be estimated, except 
that it should be “ proportional according to the rules” of 
architecture, which, presumably, are already known to members 
of the R.I.B.A. Reconstruction Committee ? With regard to the 
other matters mentioned, in which members of an R.1.B.A. 
Committee may not be expected to be so expert, who is to 
** decide ’? what the standards are, and by what standards will 
they ‘“‘ decide’? I imagine that members will be particularly 
anxious to know what standards of recreation for the mind are 
going to be decided, and by whom ! 

If we could have a‘little more light on these matters from the 
Committee 1 suggest we should be in a better position to judge 
whether the Report is really worthy of the Institute.

Sir,—I had expected that some of the older and wiser members of 
the Institute would have taken up their pens in response to the challenge 
of the Architectural Science Board. I hope that the absence of comment 
upon Part I of the Report is not because senior members consider it 
too childish to be taken seriously, for it most certainly deserves to be 
taken very seriously. 

I will not go so far as to say that the Report is all rubbish, though 


that awful thought did flash into my mind on first reading it! I am 
pre pared to admit, after a second and third reading, that it does include 
a few lucid sentences and expresses in a vague way some pious hopes 


with which few architects would quarrel, but the summary on p. 140 
of the JoURNAL contains whatever substance may be in the whole 
Report, the preliminary

pages and subsequent appendices are so 








The Report requires careful consideration not as a contribution to 
architectural thought, but as a symptom of the extraordinary and 
unsatisfactory state of mind of some of the more enterprising members 
of our profession, for its authors are certainly the ‘ live” part of the 
Institute— the others have produced nothing at all, not even a criticism 
of the Report ! 

The architect cannot evade responsibilities by pushing them 
on to the all-wise scientist and the 1 i engineer. Let him remember 
that he is master of building and holds the Aladdin’s lamp of which 
the scientist and engineer are only powerful slaves The architect 
gives instr: tions and he is fully responsible and solely responsible 
for the resu ts. This is, indeed, stated in paragraph 12 of the Report, 
but its authors immediately forget it or fail to realise its implications. 

We had better not call upon the scientist for assistance until we have 
made up our minds, as architects, what we require from our technical 


advisers. We must be in a position to ask for precise information 
upon particular problems before we call in the expert. Many architects 
both in practice and in the schools seem to imagine that it is impossible 
to start a design until they know ail the facts ; on the contrary, until 
he starts trying to design the architect hardly knows which facts are 
relevant and worth knowing. Even the engineer designing a stanchion 
or a floor slab has to assume a size and then check it ; he cannot apply 
his formule until he has made his guess. Experience and common sense, 
rather than a “ scientific method,’ enable him to make a guess tliat 
will be very close to the correct answer. 

To achieve a proper state of mind the architect needs not more 
* science ”’ in his secondary school or other pre-architectural training, 
but a broader general education. More attention might well be paid 
to history, especially in its political and economic aspects, and some 
elements of logic and philosophy are desirable as a training in clear 
thinking, together with plenty of practice in writing and the precise 
expression of ideas. The last is by no means a monopoly or necessarily 
an attribute of the * scientific’ approach, and it might well save us 
from well meaning but woolly reports, through which we must wade 
in search of a possible hidden light. 

The Report of the Science Board is one of the most unscientific papers 
it has been my lot to read, in that at least it justifies its demand for 
increased attention to the scientific method! The magic words 
** Science” and “ Scientific’? form a monotonous and meaningless 
refrain, repeated on an average page some dozen times, yet the sense 
in which the words are used is nowhere defined. ‘* Science ” 
loosely used word by popular writers that without a definition it has no 
more meaning than that other unfortunate word ‘ Planning.” 

Assuming that ‘* Science ”’ is to be understood, not in the broad sense 
meaning knowledge in general, but in the limited sense for natural 
science, i.e., the study and investigation of the phenomena of external 
nature and the laws and principles which determine them, it is hardly 
necessary to set up a committee or to write a report to show that an 
architect must, from the nature of his work, make himself familiar with 
certain aspects of physics and chemistry. The mere statement of the 
fact is sufficient, it is undeniable. Therefore, if the Report is to have 
any value, it must go further and give details, yet the only details that 
emerge at all clearly from the flood of words are the proposals connected 
with architectural education, and, in particular, the draft curricula in 
the appendix. These curricula are as vaguely optimistic as most 
examples of their kind, and if they could be slipped into the prospectus 
of any school of architecture no one would notice the difference either 
in print or in practice! Robert Atkinson once said: “ It is not the 
curriculum, it is the fellow who pumps it into you which does you good.” 

Probably the most important point in the Report is the implication 
that all is not well with the staffing of architectural schools. Here, it 
anywhere, the authors have a horse, but I doubt if it is going to run in 
quite the direction they fancy! Science—among other subjects—is 
badly taught not because insufficient attention is given to it in the 
curriculum, but because the teachers believe in the wrong things, or 
in nothing at all, and because they try to teach facts, and tend to rely 
upon their knowledge of text-books and tables and accepted formule 
rather than upon independent and constructive thinking backed by 
properly <zssimilated tradition—which does not mean the automatic 
application of the “* Orders’ or a second ‘‘ Gothic Revival.” 

To ask for more ‘* Science ”’ in schools of architecture and to propose 
the appointment of “* Science”? teachers is a plausible but dangerous 
move, because in practice the “ scientists’? who are willing to teach 
in our schools will be, like so many of our present teachers, timid 
second-raters who follow fashions in thought, believe in formule they 
have been taught, and do not dare to look over the hedge. We s! 
very rarely get the real scientist who is an independent and constructive 
thinker ; he will be too busy thinking and investigating, waiting to 
help us when we have learned enough about architecture to be able 
to make proper use of his knowledge.

Drar Str,—The proceedings and judgment in this case have 
been fully reported in the technical Press and must have caused 
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grave disquiet to all who are interested in architecture. 
Apparently if our client wants to add anything to any work we 
have done, and for some reason (it may be purely personal, 
and quite unconnected with our technical skill) he wishes to 
employ another architect, then to be safe he must take care that 
any such addition is out of harmony with the original, and could 
not be in any way considered, even in a court of law, to be 
a copy. He would be well advised to build that new wing for 
his Cotswold stone house in pressed Leicester reds, or complete 
his severe flat-roofed concrete factory with half-timber and brick 
nogging. Only at his peril will he allow his new architect to 
make the new addition in sympathy with the older work. 

ls this what we want for architecture ? 

What is the value to architecture of the Copyright Act, and 
what is its value to architects? It may certainly offer a hazardous 
form of pecuniary reward to those who care for that sort of 
adventure, but for those who are interested in architecture and 
the future of things they have themselves designed, the Act must 
seem to be a danger rather than a protection. 

\s some palliation of the danger I suggest that if the Act itself 
cannot be repealed in so far as it concerns architects, it should 
at least be amended so that no cause of action can lie after the 
death of the original author. Architectural copyright seems to 
differ in toto from copyright in books. In the latter case copyright 
is a legitimate property and brings in continuing profit. But 
in architecture the whole idea of copyright was to protect the 
artist’s personal skill from plagiarism. When he is dead he can 
well dispense with this. Is it wise to endanger architectural 
decency and fitness in order that some second cousin heir-at-law 
may protect the amour propre of one who has passed beyond such 
minor matters ? 

The damages in the particular case under review were small 
enough, perhaps, to discourage future actions, but what a waste 
of time and money and thought for the architect who must 
ingeniously contend that he has not really been doing what 
every architect knows all the time he ought to have been doing, 
i.e., to design the new in close harmony with the old. Edward 
Maufe at least has his name attached to a leading case. Future 
victims of the Act will not even have this consolation.

In August memoranda on the formation of architectural records 
committees were sent to the ecclesiastical authorities and the chief 
architectural and archzological*societies in England and Wales, also 
to Scotland and Ireland, and it was suggested that local societies 
interested in the matter should combine to form committees in areas 
in which there were no such organisations. 

There has been considerable response to the appeal from the allied 
societies of the R.I.B.A. and others interested, and steps are being 
taken to form several new county committees.

Those willing to help should communicate with the secretaries of 
the societies in their counties who are interested in the subject, and 
offer such help as they are able to give, either in organising committees 
in areas in which there are none, by taking photographs, or financially. 
If someone can be found in each rural deanery who will orgarive the 
work in the deanery for the county committee, it will be o! great 
assistance. 

The National Buildings Record is keenly interested in the formation 
of these area committees, and in The Times of 9 October was a valuable 
letter from Lord Greene, the chairman of the N.B.R., on 
aspects of the work of the Record.

The following note has been received from the A.R.C.U.K. 
regarding decisions of the Discipline Committee on what has 
been considered to be disgraceful conduct :— 


15 September 1939.—The Committee find that the Respondent has been 
guilty of conduct disgraceful to him in his capacity as an architect 
in that he has issued a monthly circular advertising his archi- 
tectural services. 

30 December 1940.—In the opinion of the Committee it is disgraceful 
conduct for an architect to have a commercial interest in the 
supply of building materials, either (i) by way of commission 
on the sale of such materials, or (ii) as a principal, partner or 
manager of a company or firm trading in such materials. 

20 May 1941.—The Committee find that the Respondent, by inserting 
an anonymous advertisement in the Press offering his services as 
an architect, has been guilty of conduct disgraceful to him in his 
capacity as an architect, within the meaning of Section 7 of the 
Architects (Registration) Act, 1931.
